mer chandi se, or for use as living quarters; and all owners of
vehicles of the first division which have been renodel |l ed and
are being used for such purposes; and all owners of notor
vehicles operated as truck tractors to the weights of which
are added to the gross weights of semtrailers wth their
maxi mum | oads when drawn by such truck tractors; and al
owners of vehicles of the second division which are used for
carrying nore than 10 persons, shall pay to the Secretary of
State for each registration year, for the use of the public
hi ghways of this State, a registration fee of $10 for each
such vehicle. A self-propelled vehicle operated as a truck
tractor and one semtrailer or a conbination of a truck
tractor and semtrailer drawing a trailer or a semtrailer
converted to a trailer through use of an auxiliary axle or
any conbi nati on of apportioned vehicles shall be considered
as one vehicle in conputing the flat weight taxes under
Section 3-815.

(b) Owmers of second division vehicles weighing 8,000

pounds or |less that are not used as commercial vehicles nay

regi ster under Section 3-806 and display the registration

pl at es of vehicles of the first division instead of

regi stering under this Section.

Sec. 11-208. Powers of |ocal authorities.

(a) The provisions of this Code shall not be deened to
pr event | ocal authorities wth respect to streets and
hi ghways under their jurisdiction and within the reasonable
exercise of the police power from

1. Regulating the standing or parking of vehicles,
except as limted by Section 11-1306 of this Act;
2. Regulating traffic by nmeans of police officers

or traffic control signals;
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3. Reqgul ating or prohi bi ting pr ocessi ons or
assenbl ages on the hi ghways;

4. Designating particul ar hi ghways as one-way
hi ghways and requiring that all vehicles thereon be noved
in one specific direction;

5. Regulating the speed of vehicles in public parks
subject to the limtations set forth in Section 11-604;

6. Designating any highway as a through hi ghway, as
authorized in Section 11-302, and requiring that al
vehicles stop before entering or crossing the sanme or
designating any intersection as a stop intersection or a
yield right - of - way i ntersection and requiring al
vehicles to stop or yield the right-of-way at one or nore
entrances to such intersections;

7. Restricting the use of highways as authorized in
Chapt er 15;

8. Regulating the operation of bi cycl es and
requiring t he registration and licensing of sane,
including the requirenment of a registration fee;

9. Regulating or prohibiting t he turning of
vehicles or specified types of vehicles at intersections;

10. Altering the speed limts as authorized in
Section 11-604;

11. Prohibiting U turns;

12. Prohibiting pedestrian crossings at other than
desi gnated and marked crosswal ks or at intersections;

13. Prohibiting par ki ng during snow renoval
oper ati on;

14. | nposing fines in accordance wth Section
11-1301.3 as penalties for wuse of any parking place
reserved for persons wth disabilities, as defined by
Section 1-159.1, or disabled veterans by any person using
a notor vehicle not bearing registration plates specified

in Section 11-1301.1 or a special decal or device as
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defined in Section 11-1301.2 as evidence that the vehicle

is operated by or for a person with disabilities or

di sabl ed veteran;

15. Adopting such other traffic regulations as are
specifically authorized by this Code; or
16. Enforcing the provisions of subsection (f) of

Section 3-413 of this Code or a simlar |ocal ordinance.

(b) No ordinance or regul ati on enacted under subsections
1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, 10, 11 or 13 of paragraph (a) shall be
effective wuntil signs giving reasonable notice of such |ocal
traffic regul ati ons are posted.

(c) The provisions of this Code shall not prevent any
muni ci pal ity havi ng a popul ation of 500,000 or nore
i nhabitants from prohibiting any person from driving or
operating any notor vehicle upon the roadways of such
muni ci pality with headl anps on hi gh beam or bright.

(d) The provisions of this Code shall not be deened to
prevent |ocal authorities wthin the reasonable exercise of
their police power fromprohibiting, on private property, the
unaut hori zed wuse of parking spaces reserved for persons with
di sabilities.

(e) No unit of |local governnent, including a hone rule
unit, may enact or enforce an ordinance that applies only to
nmotorcycles if the principal purpose for that ordinance is to
restrict the access of notorcycles to any highway or portion
of a highway for which federal or State funds have been used
for the planning, design, construction, or maintenance of
that highway. No unit of |ocal governnent, including a hone
rule unit, may enact an ordi nance requiring notorcycle wusers
to wear protective headgear. Nothing in this subsection (e)
shall affect the authority of a unit of local government to
regul ate nmotorcycles for traffic control purposes or in
accordance with Section 12-602 of this Code. No unit of

| ocal government, including a home rule unit, may regul ate
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motorcycles in a manner inconsistent with this Code. Thi s
subsection (e) is a limtation wunder subsection (i) of
Section 6 of Article VII of the Illinois Constitution on the

concurrent exercise by honme rule wunits of powers and
functions exercised by the State.

(f) A wunit of local governnent, including a hone rule

unit, may not enact or enforce an ordi nance that prevents a

vehicle of the second division weighing 8 000 pounds or |ess

and displaying the registration plates of a vehicle of the

first division from operating on a boul evard. Thi s
subsection (f) is a limtation under subsection (i) of
Section 6 of Article VIl of the Illinois Constitution on the

concurrent exercise by hone rule wunits of powers and

functions exercised by the State.

Sec. 13-101. Submssion to safety test; Certificate of
safety. To pronote the safety of the general public, every
owner of a second division vehicle, nedical transport
vehicle, tow truck, or contract carrier transporting
enpl oyees in the course of their enploynent on a hi ghway of
this State in a vehicle designed to carry 15 or fewer
passengers shall, before operating the vehicle upon the
hi ghways of Illinois, submt it to a "safety test" and secure
a certificate of safety furnished by the Departnent as set
forth in Section 13-109. Each second division notor vehicle
that pulls or draws a trailer, semtrailer or pole trailer
with a gross weight of nore than 8,000 I bs or is registered
for a gross weight of nore than 8,000 I|bs, notor bus,
religious organi zati on bus, school bus, senior citizen
transportation vehicle, and |inousine shall be subject to

i nspection by the Departnment and the Departnent is authorized
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to establish rules and regul ations for the inplenentation of
such inspections.

The owners of each salvage vehicle shall submt it to a
"safety test" and secure a certificate of safety furnished by
the Departnment prior to its salvage vehicle inspection
pursuant to Section 3-308 of this Code.

However, none of the provisions of Chapter 13 requiring
safety tests or a certificate of safety shall apply to:

(a) farm tractors, machi nery and inplenents,
wagons, wagon-trailers or |Ilike farm vehicles used
primarily in agricultural pursuits;

(b) vehicles other than school buses, tow trucks
and nedi cal transport vehicles owed or operated by a
muni ci pal corporation or political subdivision having a
popul ati on of 1,000,000 or nore inhabitants and which are
subject to safety tests inposed by I|ocal ordinance or
resol ution;

(c) a semtrailer or trailer having a gross weight
of 5,000 pounds or less including vehicle weight and
maxi mum | oad;

(d) recreational vehicles;

(e) vehicles registered as and displaying Illinois

anti que vehicle plates;

(f) house trailers equipped and wused for [living
quarters;
(g) vehicles registered as and displaying Illinois

permanent |y nmounted equi pnent plates or simlar vehicles
eligible therefor but registered as governnental vehicles
provided that if said vehicle is reclassified froma
permanent |y nmounted equi pnent plate so as to lose the
exenption of not requiring a certificate of safety, such
vehi cl e nust be safety tested within 30 days of the
recl assification;

(h) vehicles owned or operated by a manufacturer,

(n) second division vehicles registered for a gross
wei ght of 8,000 pounds or |ess, except when such second
division notor vehicles pull or draw a trailer,
sem-trailer or pole trailer having a gross weight of or
regi stered for a gross weight of nore than 8,000 pounds;
nmotor buses; religious organization buses; school buses;
senior citizen transportation vehicles; medical transport
vehi cl es and tow trucks; and-

(0) second division vehicles weighing 8 000 pounds

or less and displaying first division vehicle |license

The safety test shall include the testing and inspection

brakes, |lights, horns, reflectors, rear vision mrrors,
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muf fl ers, safety chains, w ndshields and w ndshield w pers,
warning flags and flares, franme, axle, cab and body, or cab
or body, wheels, steering apparatus, and other safety devices
and appliances required by this Code and such other safety
tests as the Departnent nmay by rule or regul ation require,
for second division vehicles, school buses, nedical transport
vehicles, tow trucks, vehicles designed to carry 15 or fewer
passengers operated by a contract carrier transporting
enpl oyees in the course of their enploynment on a highway of
this State, trailers, and semtrailers subject to inspection

For tow trucks, the safety test and inspection shall also
include the inspection of winch nountings, body panels, body
mounts, wheel |ift swivel points, and sling straps, and other
tests and inspections the Departnent by rule requires for tow
trucks.

For trucks, truck tractors, trailers, sem-trailers, and
buses, the safety test shall be conducted in accordance with
the M nimum Periodic |Inspection Standards promul gated by the
Federal H ghway Adm nistration of the U S. Departnent of
Transportation and contained in Appendix G to Subchapter B of
Chapter 11l of Title 49 of the Code of Federal Regul ations.
Those standards, as nowin effect, are made a part of this
Code, in the same manner as though they were set out in ful
in this Code.

The passing of the safety test shall not be a bar at any
time to prosecution for operating a second division vehicle,
medi cal transport vehicle, or vehicle designed to carry 15 or
fewer passengers operated by a contract carrier as provided
in this Section which is wunsafe as determned by the
standards prescribed in this Code.
